These regulations give Government powers to cope 
with any emergency which may arise" in the 


event of trouble, 


Now featuros in the revised regulations include 


authority to impose 


censorship on publica- 


tions, to compel publication of official notices 
in newspapers and to restrict publication of 
certain othar material. 


Authority is also provided to 
prohibit: the sale, purchase or 
use of wireless recelving ap- 
paratus; to restrict the use of 
the telephone service, and to 
proscribe organisations, 

The oMeial explanatory note 
states’ 

Emergency powers are at pre: 
gent conferred by a number of 
regulathons made under the 
Emergency Hegulathons ~Ordin- 
ance, 1922, and by Defence Re- 
ulations, 1940, In foree for 
special purposes, It is desirable 
to provide more comprehensive 
emergency powers and = to re- 
define the purposes for which they 
may be used This has been 
effected by the Emergency (Prin- 
cipal) Regulations, 1949, which 
repen! a number of similar regu- 
Intions made prior to the Pacific 
War under the E:nergency Regu- 
Intions Ordinance, 1822, 

Special attention ls invited to 
Part 1X of such Regulations which 
provides (rezulatio 137) that the 
Regulations shall not oqma tnto 
opergtion untll the Govetnor by 
Order so declares and which,. al- 
ternatively, empowers the Govr 
esnor ty bring into force such of 
the Regulations as muy from time 
to time be required, 

It in also to be noted that nearty 
all of the Regulations are en- 
obling in nature: they do no, of 
themselves, moose immediate 
duties or prohibitions, For this 
reason actual operation of powers 
afforded by the Regulations will, 
even after they are brought Into 
foree, be dependent on the making 
of Orders or the exercise of dis- 
eretlons by the Governor or the 
respective authorities named in} 
or appointed under the Regula- 
tions as and when necessity occurs 
and only to the extent that neces- 
sity requires. 

The regulations hove been 
divided Into parts and placed 
under headings to assist reference 
and application of them but it has 
not been possible In all cascs to 
adhere rigidly to this principle. A 
list, which js attached to this Note, 
should serve to assist authorities 
who have duties to perform under 
the Regulations ond the general 
public, It suffices, for the’ pur- 
pose of this Note, to invite parti- 
cular attention only to specific 
provisions of the Regulations, as 
follows:

Johnstown, Pennsylvania. 
December 29. 
The discovery of a price- 
leas “first edition” of Handel’s 
“Messiah” at the Free Library 
here was disclosed today by 
the chief librarian, George 
Moreland. 


Mr. Moreland said there wos 
belleved to be only one other 
such copy {in existence and that 
was owned by William Smith, a 
prominent English authority on 
Handel's works. 

Mr. Smith and the Library of 
Congress in| Washington authen- 
theated the Johnstown find, Mr. 
Moreland sald. When oMecials of 
the Johnstown Library began In- 
vestigating the value of their 
“Messiah” several years ago, the 
Library of Congress told them 
there were only two frat editions 
in this country, one at the 
Library of Congress and the 
other at Harvard University 
Library, 

Mr, Smith acknowledged that 
the Johnstown copy was a first 
edition and the Library of Con- 
gress later ponfirmed that the 
Johnstown ‘Messiah’ was a frat 
and the one in Washington was 
not, Mr Moreland sald the book 
(rst appeared in the Johnstown
